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THE FENIAN RAIDS, 

Ir is difficult to preserve judicial calmness in commenting 
upon the recent irruptions of Fenian bands into Canada. 
There is a mischievous stupidity which irritates those who 
witness it, as well as those who suffer by it, far more than the 
headlong passion whose blows are heavier. A grand enter- 
prise, boldly conceived, skilfully planned, heroically attempted, 
and logically directed towards a definite object, commands 
admiration, even although that object may be reprobated by 
our moral sense. But it is impossible to look upon the abortive 
raids projected and initiated against the Canadians by Messrs. 
Roberts and Sweeny without testing one’s patience to the 
utmost. A design of avenging British misgovernment of 
Ireland, even if it had been a hundredfold more inexcusable 
than it has been, upon a province which never participated in 
the offence, and of punishing a great nation by proxy, is 
revolting simply as such, To state it is to condemn it. But 
a design to do this without the remotest chance of being suc- 
cessful, and with nothing but the certainty of spilling innocent 
blood in bootless affrays, is so inconceivably senseless as well 
as wicked that one knows. not how to characterise it otherwise 
than by epithets which savour of extravagance. 

The Fenian raids are at an end for the present ; we wish 
we could say that no loss of life had marked their progress, 
In numbers, the men who fell in resisting the lawless inroads 
upon their country may be soon counted; but a single death 
is a heavy price to be exacted from a people in so wanton an 
assault, The families and neighbours of the few volunteers 
who were stricken down at Fort Erie deserve our tenderest 
sympathy, for the bereavement they have sustained was occa- 
sioned by a contemptible foe intent on prosecuting a still 
more contemptible cause. Nevertheless, with this limited 
exception, the Canadians may contemplate the events which 
have reddened their soil with a few drops of patriotic blood 
without dissatisfaction with the indirect results, inasmuch as 
the sacrifice they have been called upon to make has been 
richly compensated, both to themselves and, through them, to 
their mother country. 

An orderly, brave, united, and patriotic people have no 
reason permanently to regret an occurrence which suddenly 
but distinctly reveals to them the best characteristics of their 
own idiosyncracy and condition. Canada knew not herself, 
had not sounded the depths of her own spirit, until Fenianism 
rudely forced upon her the necessity of introspection. She 
enjoyed robust political health; but it was only when 
pestilence had laid hold of her, and the vital force of her 
eonstitution was called into requisition to repel its aggression, 
that she became aware of her own strength. Alarm, in- 
evitable under the circumstances, put a severe strain upon 
her internal soundness. Ifthere had been a lurking weakness 
within, corresponding in kind with the poisonous miasma 
without—if, unnoticed, there had been developed in her 
midst even but a slight affinity to the treason, a 
morbific wave of which rolled across her frontier— 
if discontent with her institutions, or disloyalty to the 
Throne, or disaffection to England, had infected any con- 
siderable part of her population, without consciousness of it 
on her part—the evil would full surely have become visible 
in some unpleasant mode or another of manifestation. Either 
in blotches of heretofore suppressed ill-humour or in languor 
of resistance to the onset from without she would have been 
made cognisant of what was amiss inher, But, in fact, the 
ardour of indignation with which her people of every 
class, and everywhere, rose up to expel the common foe— 
the alacrity with which her volunteers responded to the 
call of authority and hastened to the scene of peril, 
and the bravery with which they fire which, 
owing to mismanagement, was hotter than they need 
have been exposed to—prove that Canada possesses all the 
essential elements of a free and independent community. 
Notwithstanding the slight and temporary repulse which 
a handful of her patriotic force sustained from superior 
numbers, she has every reason torely upon and to be proud of 
the stern stuff of which her population is composed; and 
she has seen enough to convince her that in defence of their 
soil, their homes, their liberties, and their connection with 
England, every heart among them is instinct with heroism, 
and every man stands prepared at the call of duty to go forth 
with his life in his hand to meet an aggressor on the 
threshold. After this experience Canada will walk more 
erect than ever. She has learnt the vigour of her in- 
dwelling manhood. She has seen proof that her strength is 
not impaired by intestine divisions. Events have brought 
out a demonstration of the substantial content and unswerv- 
ing loyalty of her children, and she will henceforth give to 
the winds all timorous apprehensions as to her future destiny. 

There has come out, however, as one of the indirect con- 
sequences of these wanton irruptions upon Canadian tran- 
quillity, another and still weightier reason for congratulation. 
The loyalty of President Johnson in putting an end to the 
mischief as soon as it had disclosed itself in deeds demands 
the grateful acknowledgment, and has ensured the respect, 
not of the people of Canada only, but of England also. Mr, 
Johnson's conduct in this matter has added another to the 
many illustrations he has given to the world, since his acces- 
sion to the Presidential chair, of the lofty statesmanship 
which, raising him above the atmosphere of fierce political 
passions and impelling him to prefer the true dignity of his 
country to the clamoronus and selfish interests of whatsoever 
party, has guided the general course of his government. There 
were many temptations, or what an inferior ruler would have 
felt as such, to persuade him to a negligent and merely 
colourable enforcement of the laws of neutrality in the 
instance under consideration. He was well aware that he 
could not fulfil the obligations of a neighbour without losing

ILLUSTRATIONS OF THE WAR, 


THE picturesque old building shown in the Engraving on our front 
page is the Rathhaus or Townhall of Gorlitz, in Prussian Lusatia, 
the town where the commander of the Ist Army Corps, Prince 
Frederick Charles, nephew of the King of Prussia, fixed his head- 
a before he passed the frontier of Bohemia, and thus carried 
the war into the very bosom of the Austrian empire. The town of 
Gorlitz, which has a population of 20,000, is situated on the River 
Neisse (one of three Prussian rivers of that name) and on the rail- 
way between Dresden and Breslau, the capital of Silesia. It is sur- 
rounded by a wall, with eleven gates; and it stands pleasantly on 
the side of a hill, rising steeply from the western bank of the river. 
The old Church of St. Peter and St. Paul, the Kaiserstruts, an ancient 
gateway, and the Rathhaus, which is the subject of our Illustration, 
as well as the curious arcades which, like the “Rows” of Chester, 
or the “ Portici” of an Italian city, form a covered side-walk along 
the street, give to the town of Gorlitz a very quaint and antiquated 
look not quite in harmony with the aspect of the military uniforms 
of the Prussian service. 

Our Correspondent at Florence sends us a Sketch of the departure 
of King Victor Emmanuel from the Italian capital when he set out 
to join his army in Lombardy. His carriage is seen crossing the 
Piazza Vecchia di Santa Maria Novella, near the railway station, 
Though it was so early as five o’clock in the morning, the people of 
Florence crowded the streets, all the way from the Palazzo Pitti, to 
see him and bid him farewell. He was lustily cheered; and the 
name of his fellow-soldier Garibaldi was coupled with that of the 
Re Galantuomo in the cordial acelamations of the people. 

The arrival of the King of Italy at his head-quarters, the Royal 
Palace, Cremona, in the evening of the same day, the 2\st ult., is 
the subject of another [llustration, from a sketch made by our 
Special Artist who accompanies the Italian army. His Majesty was 
received by the people of Cremona with the most cordial demon- 
strations of their loyal attachment. The streets were decorated, as 
for a public festival, and the National Guard were drawn up to 
salute the King as he approached the palace. The municipal digni- 
taries, with the Tika at Oronene, presented a congratulary address, 
A few minutes after his entering the palace, Victor Emmanuel 
showed himself again at the windows, and bowed repeatedly, in 
acknowledgment of the salutations of the people.

SWEDEN AND NORWAY. 

On the 22nd ult. the Swedish Parliament was closed by the King, 
to meet no more in its ancient form. In it the four estates of the 
realm—nobility, clergy, citizens, and peasants—were still repre- 
sented by four different Chambers, according to the mediwval 
pattern of parliamentariansm, the consent of three of them being 
required to carry a bill. This old-fashioned Parliament, the last of 
the kind in Europe, will, in accordance with a statute enacted in the 
past Session, be shortly replaced by a more modern Legislature, con- 
sisting of two Houses only. 

THE UNITED STATES, 

President Johnson has sent a message to Congress, with the report 
of Secretary Seward, relative to his transmission of the copies of the 
reconstruction resolutions to the governors of the several States for 
legislative ratification. The President states that, as the resolutions 
were not submitted to his approval, and eleven States were excluded 
from representation, grave doubts arose whether the action of Con- 
gress was in harmony with the sentiment of the people and whether 
the State Legislatures should be called upon to ratify such action. 
Waiving the question of the validity and merits of the proposed 
amendment, he deemed it proper to observe that the action of the 
Secretary of State was purely ministerial, in no sense committing 
the Executive to the approval of the amendment ; on the contrary, a 
proper appreciation of the Constitution and of the interests of 
national harmony and union and deference for enlightened public 
opinion suggested a doubt whether a Constitutional amendment 
ought to be proposed by Congress, and pressed upon the Legislature 
for final decision, until the admission of foyal members from the now 
unrepresented States. 

The President has approved the bill granting bounties to coloured 
soldiers and pensions to their heirs. 

The House of Representatives has adopted a resolution requesting 
the President to furnish information relative to the alleged arrest of 
peaceable citizens of the United States by the British authorities in 
Ireland,

BRITISH NORTH AMERICA. 

The trial of the Fenian invaders was proceeding at Montreal. 

It was reported that the Canadian Assembly had adopted a resolu- 
tion for calling on the United States Government to indemnify 
Canada for the loss sustained by the Fenian invasions. 

The mate and three of the crew of the British ship Annie 
Mackenzie, on a voyage from Portland to Montreal, attempted to 
seize the vessel, but were overpowered and secured. They are now 
in prison at Montreal, charged with being Fenians. 


INDIA AND CHINA. 

The Calcutta and China mails bring intelligence from Madras to 
the 28th, and from Hong-Kong to the 12th of May. 

The only news of importance from India relates to the famine 
which prevails in several districts, The Bengal Hurkaru says :— 
“More and more deplorable are the tidings that reach us from the 
famine-stricken provinces, and it is slowly becoming apparent that 
many more places than those mentioned in our last have been 
affected by the drought.” 

From China we learn that the Hong-Kong Mint had been 
formally opened by the Governor, Sir Richard Macdonnell, Lady 
Macdonnell herself coining the first dollar.

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THE WAR. 
CESSION OF VENETIA.—PROSPECT OF PEACE. 


THE campaign which opened favourably for Austria in Venetia, and 
seemingly so in Bohemia also, has, in its progress, been most 
disastrous to her in the latter country. A series of fierce conflicts 
between the Austrians and detached columns of the Prussian forces, 
as they penetrated into Bohemia from Saxony and Silesia, in all 
cases forcing a way by dint of hard fighting, led to a pitched battle 
between the united Prussian troops and the Austrians, in which the 
latter were decisively beaten, There is hope, however, that this 
dreadful slaughter will be brought to a summary close. Thursday’s 
Moniteur announced that the Emperor Napoleon has been able to 
step in as mediator of a peace on the basis of the ceasion of Venetia. 
It is stated that, the Emperor of Austria having signified his 
concurrence in the views expressed by the French Emperor, in 
his letter of June 11, and having admitted his readiness to cede 
Venetia to France, the French Emperor has undertaken to mediate 
between the belligerents, and, as mediator, has entered into direct 
communications with the Kings of Prussia and Italy for the purpose 
of concluding an armistice. Consequently, considering the sort of 
understanding there has been all along between the French and 
Prussian Courts, we are entitled to assume that the Prussians will 
not refuse at once the request of an enemy reduced to extremities, 
and the request of a friend, or at least of one who has not been an 
enemy. Italy, of course, can have no sort of objection to offer. 
We therefore suppose that terms of an armistice have already been 
agreed to or will soon be agreed to, and that negotiations will imme- 
diately begin in order that matters may be put in a train for final 
settlement. 

Little has been done in Italy since our last publication. The 
army under King Victor Emmanuel is still concentrated near 
——— with its head-quarters at Malamberti, between the latter 
town Piadena. Austrian hussars patrol the right bank of the 
Mincio, pushing their reconnaissances from Goito to the banks of

and Lancers. Garibaldi has come down from Salé to 
and 20,000 of his volunteers swarm upon that region of low hills 
which stretches along the southern shore of the Lake of Garda from 
Lonato almost to the outworks of Peschiera.

A week's hard fighting in Bohemia has been favourable to 
the Prussians. If we may believe the accounts from Berlin, at 
least 30,000 men of the Austrian army were put hors de 
combat ; 15,000 are said to have been taken prisoners, and a still 
larger number killed and wounded. The Prussians on their side 
may have suffered an equal loss, but they have gained by the 
sacrifice, while the Austrians have lost. @ great object of the 
Prussian commanders, the junction of the first and second armies, has 
been effected after a week's fighting. They are in possession of the 
battle-fields which have been so hotly contested, ey have over- 
run the whole country around Josephstadt, and the Austrians have 
found it prudent to retire to their intrenched camp between that 
fortress and Kéniggratz. 

This week of fighting, the result of which has so far been a 
triumph to the Prussians that it enabled them to effect a junction 
in Northern Bohemia between the first and second Prussian armies, 
and has finally driven Benedek and his army in rout from the field, 
consis‘ed of a series of conflicts fought in front of and around 
son Sa the Austrians near that fortress and the 
Prussians ancing against them from the north, Josephstadt lies 
about twenty miles north of Pardubitz station on the e and 
Olmutz Railway.

of three Archdukes of the Imperial family. Details are still 
wanting; but we are told that the battle lasted twelve hours, that 
the Austrians were completely defeated, losing forty-two ney and 
three fi to four Prussian regiments; the three Archdukes were 
wounded ; that, on the morning of the 4th, 10,000 Austrian prisoners, 
among whom were Prince Lichtenstein and Prince Windischgratz, 
had already been brought in, whilst the Austrians were flying in utter 
rout, throwing away their arms and baggage, and being pursued by 
the Prussian cavalry. The latest accounts state that the Austrians 
have not only left the fortifications of Josephstadt and Kéniggratz 
in their rear, but abandoned Pardubitz, and that the Prussians were 
still in hot pursuit. A glance at our map will show that as a result 
of this battle the Austrians have lost the whole of Bohemia, ex- 
cepting only their line of retreat. If this be correct, it follows that 
the Prussians, notwithstanding their losses, are able to follow up 
their success, while it seems that the Austrian army has abandoned 
all hope of maintaining its communications with Prague, and is 
content to seek refuge at Olmutz or Brunn, or it may be under the 
walls of Vienna, 

A telegram received from the Prussian head-quarters, at Horzitz, 
near Gitschin, on Wednesday evening, the 4th inst., states that the 
Prussians have captured up to the present 14,000 unwounded 
Austrian prisoners and 116 cannon. 

The following details of the battle between the Austrians and 
Prussians, on Tuesday, have been received :—The first army, under 
Prince Frederick Charles, was engaged, unsupported, at eight in the 
morning, and had a severe struggle with the Austrians, who were in 
superior force. The second army, under the command of the Crown 
Prince, although stationed far from the battle-field, arrived, by dint 
of great exertions, at the scene of action in time to take in the 
conflict, and directed its attack against the Austrian right wing. 
This movement decided the battle in favour of the Prussians. 

By a telegram received on Thursday, from the Prussian head- 
quarters at Horsits, we learn that General von Gablenz was nego- 
tiating with the Prussian commanders for an armistice. After the 
close of the battle on the 3rd, the King presented the Crown Prince, 
upon the field, with the order “ Pour le Mérite.” 

In these encounters the needle-gun had a great share in winning 
the victories, The Times has a correspondent with the head- 
quarters of Prince Charles, who, besides being an accomplished 
soldier, thoroughly understands this special branch of his trade. 
Here is his testimony. At Podoll, a village on the Iser, the

The fight was in the dusk, 
and the Austrians stood most steadfastly, “yet it could be 
seen that the rapid fire of the needle-gun was telling on the Austrian 
line in the road.” Then followed a charge, and the Austrians fell 
back behind a barricade in the village streets. The fight was again 
fierce ; and the Austrians in the houses shot down a many of 
their opponents; “but in the streets the soldiers h r, 
and, encumbered with clumsy ramrods, were unable to load with 
ease, and could return no adequate fire to that of the 
while these, from the advantage of a better arm, their quick 
volleys into an almost defenceless crowd.” ently, the 
Prussians, pressing on, poured through the street cut off the 
defenders in the houses.

“There was no artillery engaged on either side,” he writes; “it was 
purely an infantry action, and the Prussians derived in it great 
advantages from the superiority of their arms over that of their 
opponents, not only in the rapidity, but in the direction of their 
fire, for a man with an arm, on the nipple of which he has to place 
a cap, naturally raises the muzzle in the air, and in the hurry and 
excitement of action, often forgets to lower it, and only 
sends his bullet over the heads of the opposite ranks, while 
the soldier armed with a breech-loading musket keeps his muzzle 
down, and, if in haste, he fires it off without raising the butt to his 
shoulder, his shot still takes effect, though often low, and a proof of 
this ‘s that very many of the Austrian prisoners are wounded in the 
legs. And, further on, he adds this formidable fact, which we ma 
take as a sort of climax to the story:—‘“On one part of the rail. 
way "—there was fighting on the railway as well as on the road— 
“three Prussian corpses opposite nineteen Austrians form a grisly 
trophy of the superiority of the needle-gun.” 

ne correspondent of the Siécle bears similar testimony. Even 
the Tyrolean chasseurs, some of the smartest and quickest marks- 
men in the Austrian army, could not withstand the rapid fire of the 
Prussians, and were “ more than decimated ; these poor fellows fell 
as they stood in entire ranks,”

AvstriA.—Vienna, July 4, Evening.—The Abendpost (evening 
edition of the official Wiener Zeitung) publishes an article expressing 
grief at the course which events have taken, and which it declares 
no human foresight could have anticipated. “This sorrow,” adds 
the Abendpost, “ weighs the more heavily upon us from the fact that 
at the head of the army was placed one who possessed the entire

We learn that energetic steps have already 
been taken which afford a certain hope of soon and effectually 
obtaining what is still attainable in a military and diplomatic 
direction.” 

GENERAL BENEDEK’s REPORT TO THE EMPEROR.—Vienna, J uly 4, 
General Benedek has addressed the following despatch to the Em- 

ror :—‘‘ Hohenmauth, July 4, Three a.m.—Aftera Prilliant struggle, 

ting over five hours, in which the whole army as well as the Saxon 
forces were en in a partly-intrenched position before Kinig- 
gratz with the centre at Lippa, the enemy succeeded in establishing 
themselves unobserved in Chlum.

Elbe to Pardubitz. The losses have not yet been estimated, but 
are doubtless very considerable.”

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FEw persons will be surprised that the Earl of Derby has not 
been able to secure for the country the services of any of 
the members of the late Administration or of the Adullamites. 
His Lordship’s explanation of the motives which induced 
him to proffer office to certain of these gentlemen is not to be 
made until Monday, but we really do not expect that his 
revelations will be of a very interesting character. We cannot 
think that any such offers were made in the hope of their 
being accepted. But that Lord Derby is incapable of under- 
estimating the importance of a crisis which arrests public 
business, and in the middle of a horrible war transfers 
foreign affairs from one set of holders to another, we 
might almost be inclined to look upon his proposals as 
somewhat cynical, This, however, is out of the question. 
Lord Derby has never shown himself unmindful of 
the gravity of a statesman’s duties, though he has often 
tormented slow and decorous dullards by the cheerful energy 
with which he has dispatched business ; and we make no 
doubt that he deemed it a duty to give some of those who 
have forced him into office the opportunity of assisting him 
in discharging its functions. He might not have believed 
that his offers would be accepted, and still he might have felt 
it a duty tomake them. He has failed, and has had to fall 
back upon a Conservative Ministry pure and simple, scarcely 
differing from that which he placed in office on the last 
occasion that gave victory to the Opposition. The Earl is, of 
course, Premier; Lord Stanley has Foreign Affairs, Mr. 
Disraeli Finance, Mr. Walpole the Home Office, Sir H. 
Cairns the attorney-generalship; and Mr. Henley, Lord 
Cranbourne, and the Earl of Malmesbury are provided for. 
We said last week that we saw no reason for believing that 
such a Ministry, or any which the Earl of Derby is at present 
likely to form, would endure very long. But it is due to the 
leaders of the moderate Liberal party to note that they 
recognise the fact that they have chosen to throw office into 
Earl Derby’s hands, and therefore that they are bound not to 
show him any factious opposition. Of course the word is an 
elastic one, but it will be understood among gentlemen. 
No one supposes that Lord Derby is bound to say a single 
word about reform on this side of February. Any fanatic 
notice of motion, dictated by the persons who connect the 
head of Charles I. (after the fashion of Mr. Dick, in 


“ Copperfield”) with the transactions of to-day, would 
receive condemnation from the Liberal majority. These 
purposeless meetings, which we observe that Colonel 


Dickson advises should always have a band of music, 
as that is calculated to increase the attendance of 
thoughtful reformers, can have no legitimate operation 
on the course of her Majesty’s Government or on 
that of the moderate Opposition. Even the breaking the 
windows both of the Carlton and Conservative Clubs would 
promote the interests of no bill except the glazier’s. We 
apprehend that Lord Derby's course is tolerably clear. There 
is public business of importance which must be attended to, 
and to this, and to several bills which ought not to go down 
in the maelstrom of the two-funnelled reform vessel, Par- 
liament ought to give its best pains. Then let us have proro- 
gation. We expect neither scheme nor programme from Earl 
Derby now. But there is something that we expect, and we 
will tell him in the plainest language what it is. 

We accept, in the right spirit, the selection of Lord 
Stanley as Foreign Minister. The appointment is the best 
that could be made, not because Lord Stanley is supposed to 
be more conversant with foreign affairs than any other gentle- 
man who aspires to be a statesman, but because the appoint- 
ment is the best guarantee that there shall be no departure 
from the Palmerstonian doctrines. What Palmerston taught 
Clarendon, Stanley is understood to take from the latter. 
There has been much uneasiness on this subject. Lord 
Malmesbury’s Austrian proclivities were too notorious to 
make it unkind or impertinent to refer to them even at a time 
when he has had the good taste to take them and himself out 
of the way. At this moment, no doubt, while we read that 
Austria, huving been beaten in detail, is suddenly and terribly 
beaten in gross, and that there may not be much between the 
Prussian Princes and Vienna, Lord Malmesbury would much 
like to interfere in some way for the benefit of the “ oldnation ” 
on which the Protestant flail is descending with such down- 
rightness of blow. But Lord Stanley shares no such feelings. 


we should understand—that Lord Stanley cares no more than 
Gallio for the assault upon Sosthenes, Lord Derby puts his 
son forward as the pledge and guarantee of English non- 
interference, no matter how hard despotism is stricken, and 
any violation of the compact will be met with a cry in the 
spirit of that of King Richard, only that we shall not say 
Off, instantly, with young Lord Stanley's head, 

but shall confine our demand to his immediately transferring 
his services to another department. But there will be no 
necessity for such a demand. Lord Derby’s singular prompte 
ness—it has almost a ludicrous element in it—in at once, and 
as matter of course, hinting to Lord Malmesbury that he 
would not “ do,” is the best assurance we could have that he 
comprehends the situation. If, in. making his speech of ex- 
planation, he will, for the sake of those who like to be told 
things point-blank rather than to infer them, distinctly ratify 
this implied compact, we shall haye little else to ask of him 
at this period, 

The Ministry will then have six months to consider whether 
they will throw up fortifications. It is in no disrespectful 
spirit that we venture to predict that a new transfer of 
offices will be among the early events of the new year. But 
we are bound to add that the Conservatives may do much to 
show themselves worthy of the honour which has been forced 
upon them, and to smooth their way forsa xeturm to. office 
under more favourable conditions: There: are several 
domestic reforms so important that a Ministry that should 
carry, or even prepare the way for the carrying, any. of them 
would deserve well of the nation. The new Government con- 
tains some men of business, and two or three who are not afraid 
to deal boldly with vexed problems, If the recess be given to 
the preparation of measures for dealing with domestic evil, 
and especially with parochial abuse and juvenile crime and 
destitution, Mr. Disraeli will come down to the House in 
February with credentials the full value of which will be felt 
at a later date. The Session may now be ended quietly ; the 
subject of reform is, we hope, already under the consideration 
of those whose right and whose duty it is to settle it ; the 
clamour of Primrose-hill and the other reform-mountains will 
be forgotten in a month; but there is grave. business to be 
dorie, both by those who come temporarily into office and 
by those who will succeed them, While all parties remember 
that they are English gentlemen, we have no fear for the 
results,

incess Helena Augusta Victoria, fifth child of Queen Victoria 
and of the lamented Prince Consort, was born on the 25th of May, 
1846, and is therefore in her twenty-first year. It has been men- 
tioned in Parliament by on¢ of her Majesty’s Ministers, and it may 
therefore, without impropriety, be recorded here, that the widowed 
Queen has experienced, in the tender and dutiful attentions of this 
daughter, one of the greatest sources of consolation during her late 
bereavement. 

Prince Frederick Christian Charles Augustus is a younger son of 
the late Duke Christian Charles Frederick Augustus of Schleswig- 
Holstein (who ceded his duchy to Denmark) and brother to Prince 
Frederick Christian Augustus, the eldest son, whose claims to the 
sovereignty of that duc i: as against the King of Denmark, were 
made the pretext for the late war on the part of the German Powers. 
Prince Christian, as. the yo son is usually called, was born on 
the 22nd of January, 1831, his mother being Louisa Sophia, Countess 
of Danieskiold-Samsce, a Danish lady, married, in 1820, to the late 
Duke of Schleswig-Holstein. The full name of the family 
is Schleswig-Holstein-Sonderburg-Augustenburg, and its lineage is 
collateral with that of the reigning families of Denmark and Russia. 
Prince Christian has held a commission in the Prussian army. By 
the express order of her Majesty, he will henceforth be edaressed 
with the style of Royal Highness.

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 


JUDGING from the readiness which members of both Houses have 
displayed to put in appearances at the brief meetings which they 
have held since last the chronicle of this column appeared, the 
Ministerial interregnum has been trying to their patience. In fact, 
the pleasant agony of suspense has been too long drawn out; and 
the Commons certainly, and probably the Lords, have missed the 
clublike gatherings from four to six which have the advantage of 
comprehending men of all parties, who exchange ideas with greater 
facility than when each section of politicians retires to its fastness 
in Pall-mall, and discourses, so to speak, only from within. In late 
June and early July it is an interruption to the usual order of social 
as well as political habits to have no House sitting, and there is a 
positive loss of one lounging-place where there is a chance 
of a momentary excitement being got up in the course of the 
day. It is equivalent to Rotten-row being unavailable and the 
gates of Hyde Park closed. The spirit thus engendered has doubt- 
less caused both Houses to be almost lively while they were in brief 
Session, 

For instance, what a gathering there was on the day to which the 
first adjournment had been moved in the House of Lords; and yet 
everyone knew that all that would happen would be a motion for 
further adjournment. It was not, however, a Ministerial declaration 
that they came for, though Earl Russell toddled in (the phrase is 
used advisedly) and fidgeted about as if he did not exactly know 
where to place himself, the Treasury bench being now in a manner 
forbidden ground—it was quite empty—while the front seat on the 
Opposition side was formidably filled by expectant Ministers. At 
length Lord Malmesbury, who was doing deputy leader, 
crossed over, and graciously encouraged Lord Russell to sit 
down in his accustomed place, which he did gingerly; and, 
after a few whispered words, the ex-Premier rose, and made 
a communication to the water-jugs and tumblers on the table, 
which was taken to mean that there would be no_ public 
business done—though that was no violent prohibition—by their 
Lordships until the following Thursday. While this by-play was 
going on there might have been perceived on the Dukes’ bench a 
strange, weird figure which kept rising from its seat and sitting down 
again, and exhibiting all the marks of anxiety and impatience ; 
and, when opportunity occurred, there tottered to the table—alas !— 
the relics of Lord Brougham! In nearly the childish treble which 
marks the seventh age of man, he let drop a few sentences which 
smacked still of the old antithetical style so far as the language was 
concerned, and in their sense were also suggestive of the ancient 
bold spirit of criticism. Brief as was the effort, it seemed almost 
too much for the venerable conscript father, who still lingers 
in the Senate the echoes of which he is no longer able to 
awake. The hereditary legislatorial body, which had assembled 
in such force as has been indicated then set about to do 
a bit of popularity. A private bill—a noxious gas bill— 
which it was said was to vitiate and ruin the people’s park 
proper, nigh Bethnal-green and Spitalfields, had been set down con- 
spicuously for discussion ; and a gallant assault was made upon it, 
Earl Nelson leading the van. And at it they went; the Tory peers 
standing up for the people, and the Whigs, as their manner is, 
defending utilitarianism by speech and vote, until Victoria Park was 
saved by a majority of one Conservative Lord. 

On the evening when the Commons met after their first adjourn- 
ment there was as full a House as when the Reform Bill was in full 
cry ; and the question was, what had they come down to see and 
hear? Certainly not the earnest pleading of Mr. Walpole that there 
should be a meeting of the Honse on the two following sitting days 
in order to get the Helston Election Committee into shape—which 
sat, by-the-by, only for a few hours, after all the bother that was 
made about it; not to see how the Ministers looked in transitu on 
the Treasury bench, for that was not much to see, unless 
it was supposed that Mr. Gladstone might be beheld with 
resignation in more senses than one expressed on his countenance. 
At first it seemed as if it was the dread of that state of siege, of 
which Mr. Baillie Cochrane spoke so pathetically and a Colonel of 
Irish militia with such remarkable forethought and the proverbially 
better part of valour, into which Mr. Beales was about to put the 
neighbourhood of the Honses of Parliament, and which Mr. 
Newdegate in so manly a way pooh-poohed, intimating that he 
knew that there was no danger in the vicinity of the people 
proper. It was none of these; for, just as it was supposed 
that the House was “going home,” it appeared that members 
had assembled in ench force in the expectation of wit- 
nessing a feat of Parliamentary tumbling. In fact, Mr. 
Bernal Osborne rose, charged evidently with several rounds of pre- 
»ared impromptus, to deliver himself ex cathedré on the situation, 
Wo listen to him, one would have thought that he was the most dis- 
appointed man alive, and that he viewed the necessity of passing 
over to the other side of the House as a personal hardship 
and an individual grievance, suggesting a very natural inquiry— 
why? Somehow, he was not in the vein which was expected: he 
was not amusing, even as he is wont to be amusing; and it may be 
taken as a safe assertion that the one mild joke which Mr. Gladstone, 
in his reply, let drop, with a melancholy smile, from his lips was 
more provocative of a langh—it could not reach the point of 
laughter—than all that the erratic member for Nottingham could 
produce in his quarter of an hour’s “ unprepared” philippic on every 
party which disowns him. 

Again on Monday the Commons met, the Conservatives already 
taking on themselves that which will be now their duty—the maxing 
of a House; and the business of the hour, the swearing-in of the 
Helston Election Committee, was rformed elaborately; and 
Mr. Charles Forster, who was de hero of the moment, 
because he was the only person who had anything to do, moved 
the several stages of some private bills with that dignity and 
earnestness with which he invests this usually very ordinary pro- 
cess; and Mr. Childers, still doing duty as Secreta to the 
freasury—how well he has done it through the Session !—and 
appearing, if possible, more cheerful and smiling and ready to 
obh than ever, moved the adjournment to Thureday. When, lo! 
there arose, like an apparition, Mr. Watkin, who demanded why 
the Bank of England still charged 10 per cent for money; and 
who was the person that could let loose all the bullion in its coffers; 
and whether three weeks more were to pass ere this abnormal mone- 
tary condition of things was to cease? The answer he got waa, in 
fact, that he must apply to Mr. Dieraeli about that day fortnight. The 
House was a-tiptoe to depart, when up rose Mr. Darby Griffith. Cries 
of “Oh!” cansed the patriot member to gird himself and loudly to 
assert his right to demand whether he, together with other dis- 
tinguished legislators on whom a mark had been put, were to be 
safe from molestation from Mr. Beales’ and Mr. Potter's lambs, and 
if proper means for this important purpose had been taken? The 
“Yes, I have,” of Sir George Grey were probably the last official 
words he will speak to the Parliament of England.

THE ATLANTIC TELEGRAPH EXPEDITION, 


THE Great Eastern has started on her voyage to make the third 
attempt at laying the Atlantic telegraph cable. In the course of next 
week she will, it is expected, be ready to start from Valentia on her 
greatinternational mission. The enterprise has this year a better 
chance of success than last, as great improvements have been made 
not only in the cable itself, but in the machinery by which it is to be 
transmitted to its ocean bed. 

The Great Eastern started from Sheerness at noon on Saturda 
last, and steamed to anchorage ground off the Mouse Light at the 
Nore, where she remained for the night. In getting out she en- 
countered great perils from the shoals. The lead was kept going, 
and some boats were kept ahead of her, for there were patches to be 
crossed where it was certain that more than 3ft. of water could 
not be got beneath her keel, and there were even some where 
little more than a foot was to be expected. Of these latter, fortu- 
nately, there were only one or two, about an acre in extent 
each. As the Great Eastern neared them the turgid muddy water, 
which slapped above them in a dirty foam, showed that the tide was 
still too low upon their banks for any effort which a vessel so deeply 
laden as the Great Eastern could make to cross them. Her paddles 
were accordingly reversed, and, in little more than 35 ft. of water, 
the ship was brought to a dead standstill. It was not until the flood 
had risen to its utmost that an onward movement was made again, 
and the Great Eastern was slowly propelled again across a patch of 
shoals nearly a quarter of a mile on in crossing which she had 
only 18in. of water under her. For a few minutes it was an anxious 
time for those in charge, but at almost every instant the monotonous 
cry from the leadsmen in the chains showed that the water was 
rapidly deepening ; and there was a universal sensation of relief when 
all at last reported no bottom at thirteen fathoms. From this point 
out to her moorings, therefore, her little run was easily and safely 
made ; and soon after three she brought up near the oun Light. 
The great ship resumed her voyage on Sunday morning for Valentia. 

The following gentlemen, directors and others connected with the 
company, are on board the vessel: Mr. R. A. Glass, managing 
director of the Telegraph Construction and Maintenance Company ; 
Messrs. 8. Gurney, M.P., Daniel Gooch, M.P. (chairman of the 
Great Ship Company), G. Elliott, H. T. Barclay, and John Smith 
(Smith, Fleming, and Co.), directors; and Mr. Shuter, secretary ; 
Mr. Cyrus W. Field, Anglo-American Company; Mr. Barber, Great 
Ship Company; and Captain Hamilton, director of the Atlantic 
Telegraph Company. The officials are Mr. Willoughby Smith, 
electrician, with Professors Thomson and Varley, consultin 
electricians ; Mr. Moriarty, R.N., assistant-navigator, and Mr. R. C, 
Dudley, who is to turn his pencil to account in immortalising this 
expedition. Professor Thompson will accompany Mr. Willoughby 
Smith across the Atlantic, as consulting electrician, and Mr. Varle 
will remain at Valentia with Mr. R. A. Glass. Constant signals 
will be kept up between the ship and the shore, and the testing at 
both ends of the line, it is said, will enable the electricians to detect 
pretty nearly the locale of a fault, should one occur, 


SCIENTIFIC NEWS. 


In the new number of the Annales des Mines we have a 
paper, by M. Collard, on the manufacture of the iron rails for railways. He 
states that the attempts to improve the manufacture in France have not been 
successful hitherto ; and the statistics respecting the durability of the rails 
fail to give satisfactory information. He refers especially to a series of 
researches on the qualities of iron, in regard to the minerals contained in the 
ores and to the nature of the grain on fracture, and to the behaviour of the 
metal when subjected to beat, hammering, sudden shocks, &c. This number 
also contains an elaborate paper, by M. E. Collignon, on the railways of 
Austria, including a sketch of the physical geography of the empire, At the 
end of 1864 the total length of these railways was about 37644 miles. 


M. D’Archiac has laid before the Academy of Sciences at 
Paris a round pebble, coated with a greenish micaceous schist and having a 
fine grain, which was discovered by M. Garrigou in the lower grotto of

If veretables had been 
eaten part would have remained, as they are more difficult to digest than 
ani substances. M. Weber also inclosed some moles in a box filled with 
earth, partially covered with fresh turf, together with a box of worms. He 
states that in nine days two moles had eaten 341 white worms, 193 earth- 
worms, twenty-five caterpillars, and also a mouse, skin and bone, which had 
been put into the box alive. When he gave them raw meat mixed with 
vegetables they ate the former only, and when they were left with nothing 
but they died of hunger. It has been calculated that two moles 
destroy 20,000 white worms in a year.

THE OLYMPIC FESTIVAL AT LLANDUDNO. 

THE pleasant and fashionable watering-place of Llandudno, on the 
eoast of North Wales, ssing as it does the natural attractions 
of the picturesque and romantic scenery of Great Orme’s Head, 
has been enlivened this summer, as it was in the summer of 
1865, with a series of public entertainments. This festival was 
got up mainly by the efforts of Colonel Hugh Walmsley, a gentle- 
man residing in the neighbourhood, with the aid of Mer. fiulley, 
the able and popular conductor of the Liverpool Gymnasium ; 
Mr. W. B. Hughes, M.P.; and an influential local committee 
having also exerted themselves in the common cause. The 
Athletic Society of Great Britain, established in 1860, had 
arranged to hold its fifth meeting, called an Olympic Festival, at 
Llandudno on this occasion. The proceedings, which included a 
regatta, with a yacht-race from Liverpool, a variety of gymnastic

THE FRENCH IRON-CT.AD 
RAM TAUREAU. 


Tue large Engraving on anothe. 
page gives a view of the new 
French iron-clad ram, _ the 
Taurean, lying at anchor in the 
harbour of ‘roulon, with the 
Solferino at alittle distance. The 

Taurean is an odd-looking ship, 

“very like a whale” in the shape 

of the upper part of its hull, with 

a swelling convexity above the 

water. The prow, which is made 

of bronze, weighing eleven tons, 

projects a length of 40 ft. beneath 

the water. The ship carries but 

one very large gun, mounted on 

the turret at the bows. This 

turret, the base of which 

descends to the bottom of 

the hold, corresponds with the 

“keep” of an old Norman fortress, 

as the ultimate stronghold of the 

garrison; for the crew of the 

Taureau, during the actual fight, 

would be collected, if necessary, 

in the turret, except those 

employed about the engines, 

below the water-line. The sides 

of the hull are iron-clad only for 

3 ft. above the water-line, amid- 

ships and abaft, but the bows 

and the turret are protected by 

armour of the thickness of twelve 

centimetres, which is nearly five 

inches. The two engines are 

each of 250-horse power, The 

dimensions of the vessel, with- 

out the beak or rostrum, are 

197 ft. long by about 48 ft. wide. 

The smaller Illustrations here 

engraved will give a correct idea 

of the singular shape of the hull 

as viewed from one side, or from 

behind the stern, or looking down On the deck from above, In the 
last-mentioned view, it should be observed, the spaces left white in 
our Engraving represent the flat surface of the deck and the gun- 
turret ; the shaded portions are the convex sides of the vessel.

In the account given last week of the visit of his Royal Highness 
the Duke of Edinburgh to the town of Liverpool and its neighbour- 
hood it was mentioned that on Thursday, the 2ist ult., after dis-

Mersey (of which we gave an Illustration) the Prince went to open 
the newly-constructed “ Great Northern” entrance of the Birkenhead 
Docks, and a new intermediate dock, which is named after him. We 
now present an Illustration of that important ceremony, or rather, 
of the arrival of his Royal Highness, in the new deck-saloon steam- 
boat Woodside (belonging to the Mersey Docks and Harbour Board), 
amidst the hearty cheers of the multitude who crowded the margin 
of the dock. The Woodside, preceded by the Alert as pioneer, had 
crossed the river from the Liverpool shore to the Birkenhead 
northern entrances, and, having entered the great 100-ft. lock, 
passed into the intermediate dock, of 84 acres area, in which the 
ceremony of inauguration took place. In the centre of this dock 
was moored a floating stage, with a epee fixed upon it, sur- 
mounted by a flagstaff; and here his Royal Highness disem- 
barked, with the Duke of Sutherland, the Earl of Caithness, the Earl 
of Hardwicke, Lord Alfred Paget, Mr. 8. Graves, M.P., the Mayor 
of Liverpool, Mr. Ralph Brocklebank, the chairman of the dock board, 
anda number of gentlemen of the Prince’s suite or officially connected 
with the dock estate. The Prince broke a bottle of wine over the 
flagstaff, and christened the new dock the “ Alfred 
chairman of the board then presented his Royal Highness with a 
plan and description of the dock estate, illustrated by photographic 
views, The Duke — replied, after which a Royal salute was 
fired. Several rounds of congratulatory cheers followed, during 
which a screen was exposed with the name of the dock icu- 
ously painted upon it. The Duke then re-embarked on board the 
Woodside, and proceeded in the direction of the 50-ft. inner lock, 
which was entered, and, the gates having been closed, the arrange- 
ments for locking up the vessel to the level of the Great Float were 
made.

PARIS FASHIONS FOR JULY. 


THERE are but few changes in fashion to chronicle this month, As 
the weather has grown warmer, dresses lighter and brighter in 
colour and of lighter materials have become more generally worn ; 
but, with this exception, there is little else to notice. Muslins, of 
course, are greatly in fashion, chiefly, though, for indoor wear; not 
merely those elegant — robes with deep borders of flowers and 
extremely rich shawl patterns, but plain white muslins trimmed 
with sky-blue or rose colour taffeta ribbon, up the centre of which 
some running pattern is embroidered, and the edges of which are 
bordered with Valenciennes lace. The “peplum,” the new capuchin 
sha co, with long pointed ends falling frequently in front as 
well as behind, is generally worn with robes of this description ; and, 
when s0, is invariably made to match the robe itself. Taffeta robes 
with long trains ond jupes cut fourreau, and with casaques of the 
same material or of white lace, are very commonly worn on grand 
occasions, those of a delicate green tint shotted with violet appear- 
ing to have the preference.

“The Village on the Cliff” do not promise to be of a very exciting 
description, We are not as ~~ powerfully interested in any of the 
personages, We cannot so far point to any evidence of profound 
thought or brilliant descriptive power. But there are a fascinating 
Sweetness and a captivating clearness; every scene and incident, 
almost every speech, is charming in itself ; and everything appears 
more charming still through the transparent simplicity of thought 
and diction with which it is presented. Mr. Trollope works with 
more vigour and with materials more susceptible of being made 
effective. Next to his humour and knowledge of the world, what 
we have always most admired in this masterly writer has been his 
manly pathos, his power of conceiving a situation involving much 
distressing conflict, and thoroughly realising its effect on the 
characters submitted to its influence. The plot of “ The Claverings” 
turns on such a situation, which Mr. Trollope continues to develop 
with inimitable force and truth. Pathos of another kind is involved 
n the graphic narrative of the loss of the London, which will be 
eagerly read all over the kingdom. The writer is a blunt, straight- 
forward man of moderate education, or at least wishes to be thought 
so. We wish we could feel more certain whether we ought 
to admire his simplicity or his literary skill. Mr. Arnold's papers 
on Celtic literature are concluded, to the regret of all who are sen- 
sitive to the charms of a style so dainty, lucid, and pungent as his. 
As regards the substantial merits of these essays, the best that can 
be said is that they are singularly suggestive on subjects lying 
beyond their proper scope. A Celtomania is now raging among 
ethnologists, and although Mr. Arnold is not very likely to join a 
recent writer in defining the modern English as a ~~ race (!), 
his enthusiasm for his provégts has, not unnaturally, hurried him a 
little beyond the bounds of sober criticism. He attributes too much 
to the admixture of Celtic blood with the Saxon stock, and wholly 
leaves out of view the influence which climate and scenery must in- 
evitably exert in moulding the literature of any nation. e is, also, 
rather careless in minutiw; thus he destroys the scanning of a 
famous line of Shakspeare’s by printing “luscious” instead of 
“lush,” and inflicts no less damage on Goethe by transposing two 
words in an equally renowned quotation from “ Tasso.” 

The readers of Macmillan will regret to be informed that, from 
some reason—not stated, but, doubtless, cogent—Mrs. Norton's “ Old 
Sir Douglas” will remain a fragment. Considering the difficulty of 
writing from month to month, we only wonder that mishaps of this 
kind do not occur more frequently. The lady's place is taken by 
Mr. Henry —~ wey an excellent writer in his way, but one of 
whom the readers of this periodical must surely have had enough. 
It was, at all events, injudicious to let him come in while so much 
space is being devoted to a story which might have been written by 
his twin-brother—so marked, without servile imitation, is the affinit 
of Mr, Blackmore's fiction to the Hughes-Kingsley school.

MUSIC. 


Mozart's opera “Die Entfithrung ans dem Serail” (“The Escape 
from the Seraglio” ) was produced on Saturday last at Her Majesty's 
Theatre. The lessee deserves the thanks of the public for having 
given it; and all the more for having done so with little prospect of 
pecuniary reward; for this celebrated opera, with all its beauty, is 
not calculated nowadays to bring money to the coffers of a theatrical 
manager. Its music is delicious, but in the style of a bygone age ; 
and it lacks some of those highly-spiced condiments deman ed 
by the somewhat vitiated ears of a modern andience, 
As a drama, moreover, it is trivial and commonplace, 
exciting little interest and giving little amusement. “The Seraglio” 
never has been, nor can ever be, popular; but the lovers of Mozart 
will find in listening to the charming melodies of this opera as 
delightful an enjoyment as can be imagined ; and therefore we advise 
our musical readers to seize the opportunity of hearing some of the 
most lovely music that Mozart ever wrote, sung as they may never 
be able to hear it sung again. It is needless to describe the insig- 
nificant subject and plot of this opera, or, indeed, to say more than 
that the music is most exquisitely performed—the singers being the 
incomparable Titiens, the clever and graceful Sinico, the able and 
thoroughly German tenor Gunz, and Rokitanski, one of the most 
powerful and effective bassi of the day. 

At the Crystal Palace Concert, on Saturday last, Mendelssohn's 
celebrated cantata “The Walpurgis Night” was exceedingly well 

erformed—the principal singers being Mdme. Lablache, Mr. 

ntley, and Mr. W. H. Cummings. This cantata formed the piéce 
de résistance of the concert, which was diversified oe Roe music 
of the Italian Opera stage, sung by Mdlle. Ima de Murska, Mdme.

The Monday Popular Concerts have come to a close for this season,

THE THEATRES, 





THE Princess’s reopened on Monday, with anew drama. Already 
it had been understood that the occasion was to be considered of 
importance. The new piece was gorgeously mounted, and every- 
thing done that acting could effect for its success. If we =t 
all doubt of this being so thorough as might be wished, we shall, in 
the course of our remarks, give satisfactory reasons. ‘The drama is 
stated to be new and original, and is entitled “The Huguenot 
Captain.” The author of the piece is well known—Mr. Wait 

Phillips, whose reputation is upon the excellence of his pla y 
entitled “The Dead Heart.” His present venture has not the breadth 
or the elaboration of that celebrated drama—indeed, though con- 
nected with history, has nothing specially historical about it, 
and might have been treated entirely as a fiction, and perhaps with 
advantage. The situations are of an —s stage type, and 
scarcely deserving of the costly setting which they have received. 
We regret that we can regard the drama as little more than a 
vehicle for spectacle and burlesque. On this account it will fail to 
excite and justify any large amount of public interest. We 
have little belief that audiences are to be satisfied, and less that they 
are to be attracted, by spectacular episodes thrown in to bolster up 
a meagre theme. Let - however, not be mistaken. The 
present drama is more, considerably more, than a mere medium for 
splendid scenery and handsome costumes. It has decided literary 
merits; nevertheless, these are subordinated to the getting-up. The 
first act is even powerful, and the final tableau very strong. A 
Roman Catholic mother has given protection to a Huguenot Captain 

who has killed a man in atavern duel. The slain man afterwards 
appears to have been her own son; yet because she has promised, 
with a needless and voluntary oath, to protect the survivor, 
she keeps her word, though premeditating vengeance in 
some other shape hereafter. Now, such a situation violates 
nature, just as much as the judgment of Brutus on his son, and at 
best is only admissible on special unds and as an exceptional 
instance. Mr, Watts Phillips is evidently fond of these unnatural 
positions. His late tragic drama of “Theodora” had more than 
one of them (and one is more than enough), and accordingly it 
failed, as we know, to command sympathy. The incident is better 
managed in the new drama, but it revolts the natural feelings of the 
audience, and causes them to pause in accepting it, when for 
full success they a“ to meet it half way. And this is 
one of the points which will militate against the popularity 
of the new production. The second act is inferior in intcrest, and is 
occupied with the carrying out of some mechanical means of e=cape 
for the Huguenot Captain, who has been caught and placed in 
durance. ere is little of dialogue, but there is much of dancin y;— 
a Bohemian ballet forming the main attraction of the scene. ‘This 
ballet merits a special notice. It takes place on the esplauade of 
the —— > scene grandly arranged by Mr. F. Lloyds) and intro- 
duces a Cailot dance, in which certain French grotesque artisics 
from the Théftre Impérial du Chitelet appear and add much to 
the humour of the situation. The names of these eccentrics are 
MM. Flageolet, Clodoche, Cométe, and Normande, who indu! 


in the strangest of antics. Beyond this episode, the sccond 
act of the play has little merit, and small bearing on any 
sort of conceivable interest. The grouping of masses of super 
numaries, or choregraphic subordinates, does credit, however, to 


the stage-manager. We now come to the third act which, like the 
first, is indebted for its effect to dialogue and situation, and here the 
author has shown some power of language. The story of it is, simply, 
that the fugitive Captain is induced by his love to remain in Paris, 
and in the great hall of the Duchess refuses to part from his affianced. 
The lady, finding her lover resolved, at length resolves to go with him, 
when the Duchess interferes, and there is a great struggle of passion. 
Danger ensues, and approaches so nigh that the Duchess herself is 
fain to arm the hero in his defence, when her son, supposed to be 
dead throughout the action, having been preserved by Ambrose 
Paré, a physician (Mr. W. R. Robins), suddeniy appears, and con- 
fesses that he has received a lesson which will serve him for his life. 
The part of this irascible youth, Hector de Savigny, Duke 
d@’Armenonville, was well sustained by Mr. J. G. Shore; that of 
René de Pardillan, the Huguenot Captain, suits Mr. Vining’s rough: 
and ready vigour; and Mrs. Stirling, as the Duchess Jeanne, acted 
with great dignity and force. Miss Neilson, as Gabrielle, was suf- 
ficiently romantic and demonstrative, though her delivery was 
slightly marred by a somewhat foreign accent, and her action some- 
times rendered awkward by a figure rather too tall for the stage, 
The medium height, whether in man or woman, is better suited for 
scenic ope than any other. 

At the Adelphi a version of Offenbach’s opera bouffe, “La Belle 
Héléne” has been produced with su.ovss. The libretto has been 
adapted by Mr. F. C. Burnand, who perhaps has not quite given 
satisfaction ; but his doggerel is amusing, though scarcely a fitting 
substitute for the wit of the original. The difficulty with an ordinary 
company was to manage the singing; but all worked with a good 
mind, and the result was accepted. The success was due to Miss

The Government Committce upon Theatrical Licenses and Regu- 
lations have a to a report which recommends Parliament (o 
remove all existing restrictions on the performance of the drama. 
Even without legislation this report will encourage, and to a certain 
extent legalise, all those evasions of the law by which the public, 
in their entertainments, are so largely benefited. It will recom- 
mend that no man who is anxious to present the drama to his 
patrons shall be debarred from so doing. The Lord Chamberlain 
stated, in his evidence before the Committee, that he felt quite able, 
with an increased staff. to deal with all theatres, institutions, concert - 
halls, and music-halls. The zeport will recommend that he should 
still hold his authorit N as licenser of theatres and stage-plays, but that 
any proprietor of a fit

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ECHOES OF THE WEEK. 

In spite of the verdict of Mr. Hans Busk, author of “The Rifle, 
and How to Use It,” who has written a long letter condemnatory of 
the Prussian needle-gun, that dreadful arm has committed vast 
slaughter; and we are again counting our red-letter days in the 
newspapers ; for letters, red with the bloodshed they describe, tell us 
every other day how the insane rage of kings has sent so many hundred 
more fine men to their account. Whether in street fighting or in 
the field, the superiority of this weapon is manifest. The ratio 
of wounded and killed on the Austrian side, armed with the old 
muzzle-loader, seems to be about five to one. At a railway near 
Sichrow a heap of nineteen Austrian to three Prussian dead showed 
the vast difference a good weapon can make. It seems certain that 
the chief benefit lies in the needle-gun being a breech-loader, and 
that we have actually in use,besides the 30,000 in course of transform- 
ation, rifles that will deliver their fire quite as quickly <s the Prussian 
arm, which also, being simpler in construction, are en liable to get 
out of order, And this question becomes of vast importance. Backed 
by this gun, Bismarck and the King set public opinion, of which we 
have heard so much, at defiance ; and public opinion has returned 
the compliment by féting the King and paying “an ovation,” as the 
odious phrase has it, to the most hated and unpopular man in all 
Prussia. Surely, nothing does succeed like success ! 

A rumour, not yet confirmed, says that Canada has made a demand 
on the United States for compensation for the damage done by the 
Fenian raid. The Canadian press seems possessed with a fixed idea 
that Uncle Sam could, if he had chosen, have long ago stopped the in- 
vading mob of ruffians which paraded itself under the grand title of the 
Army of the Irish Republic. That of Bombastes Furioso, so admirably 
drawn by Cruikshank (four men and a drummer), might vie with it 
in respectability ; but certainly, contemptible as it was, it signalised 
itself in robbing henroosts, burning cottages, and firing from behind 
bushes—at which trick, as we know, the Irish Fenians are clever. 
And it little matters if you lose a dear son, or have your 
property — how it is done; the agent does not become 
contemptible when the result is painful. Hence Canada feels that, 
to have permitted this ragged crew to invade her shores, when the 
Americans might have dismissed it, has been a real injury and 
affront, much exceeding our /aches in letting the Alabama escape. 
The Rey. Mr. Beecher, the irrepressible one, looks upon the invasion 
as a righteous judgment on the Britishers, but adjures his congre- 
gation to heap coals of fire on their enemies’ heads by arresting the 
Fenians, and thus returning good for evil. We on this side of the 
Atlantic believe that President Johnson's Government has behaved 
with admirable promptitude in this matter, and at the cost of losing 
the favour of the Radical party. The truth is, all true Americans 
were delighted to get rid of the turbulent Irish, and are heartily 
sorry that the whole “army” was not killed off; we may except, 

erhaps, a few Radical sympathisers, who féte Head-Centre Roberts, 
in the delightful hope of planting a thorn in the side of the much- 
enduring John Bull. 

A Whig-Tory coalition Ministry has failed to become a fact, 
although those advanced philosophers who affect to believe that 
“there is no such thing as party” were ready, at the end of last 
week, to place Lord Clarendon and Mr. Lowe, as well as Mr. 
Horsman, in prominent positions in the new Administration of “ all 
the talents.” A well-known name, that of Lord John Manners, 
has been for a moment associated with the Tory Ministry, as the 
future Viceroy of Ireland; but, as the Times has affected to look at 
the whole matter as a joke, a mad escapade from the brain of “ the 
Rupert of debate,” the appointment has been either refused by Lord 
John or not ratified by the new Premier. The continually mis- 
quoted wish of Job that his enemy would bring a note-book, in which 
to place down his sufferings, misquoted by us, “Oh, that mine 
enemy had written a book!” might be again altered and reduced to 
aline. For, twenty-five years ago, even in 1541, Lord John Manners 
put forward a poem called “ England’s Trust,” in the third part of 
which was this unlucky couplet, by which alone his Lordship’s

Let wealth and commerce, laws and learning, die ; 

But leave us still our old nobility. 
An insane idea, since surely it is by laws, if not by learning—sweet 
alliteration—that the old nobility exists. It is a sad thing that the 
career of a gentleman—a chivalric, well-wishing, and quick-brained 
gentleman to boot—should be crushed by his own couplet. Yet so 
it is. England’s trust was not in Lord John Manners ; and wealth, 
commerce, laws, and learning, on hearing that he was to be Viceroy, 
revenged themselves by answering with a laugh! 

A mob of 40,000 persons is readily got together in London; 
for, as we see, when one man looks up at the sky in the street at 
least eight others stand round him at once to see what he is looking 
at. Analogically, therefore, taking the number at 40,000, the largest 
estimate of the Reform movement, about 5°00 might be working 
men and those interested in the matter; and these, with eight times 
their number of gobemouches, had some amusement in Trafalgar- 
square, on Monday, swarmed round the sacred seats of Landseer's 
absent lions, climbed to the bronze alti-relievi on the pediment of 
the pillar, sat upon Nelson’s knee, and hugged the bronze 
Collingwood round the neck. The mob was, on the whole, a very 
orderly and reputable one, more cool and considerate than its leaders, 
and, perhaps, only desirous of vindicating their right of holding a 
public meeting. The language of one prominent speaker was, at 
least, injudicious, 

The amenities of literature recently indulged in upon the riders in 
Rotten-row, which might earn for the ride the name of Rotten-egg- 
row, must have attracted those of our readers fortunate enough to see 
the polite correspondence. An author, who himself frequents the Row, 
rushed forward to put matters right and to defend the British privilege 
of flying down the ride with expanded coat-tails and one’s horse rentre 
a terre. But, unhappily, ene of the privileged ones has made a 
cavalry charge right on to and floored the Prince of Wales, horse 
and all. After this rabid and rapid act of horsemanship der wilde 
Jiger disappeared and was lost for ever, perhaps to tell in after years 
to his grandchildren his famous exploit.

People who laughed at the old Thames Tunnel scheme, and there 
are some yet alive, may rejoice that it was an utter failure as a 
tunnel, and after being mal-utilised as an underground bazaar and 
place of banishment for rednced stall-keepers condemned to’ rheu- 
matism and perpetual catarrh, is now about to find its social level 
as a railway tunnel; and, by-the-way, would not tunnelling be a 
far better way of crossing the Thames than bridging? But the 
Thames Tunnel is a fleabite to the Channel Tunnel about to be 
undertaken by an English and French company, of which a pre- 
liminary letter—an avant courier, we may presume, of prospectus 
and advertisements—has appeared. Mr. Hawkshaw has been for 
two years sounding the land on each coast, and during the summer 
will do so in mid-channel. No more sea-sickness for our French 
neighbours going or coming. Paris in six hours! When this dream 
is realised, and the Holborn Viaduct, also a thirty-years’ old plan, 
is built, the age may rest on its achievements. England's mission 
will have been accomplished.

THE FARM. 

JULY and its sheep sales have come round in their turn; and once 
more Mr. Thomas Ellman’s Southdown rams are ready for inspection, 
and Mr, Cresswell invites his friends and sheepbreeders to look 
through the Ravenstone Leicester ranks on and after the 24th. 
Mr. Preece is also up and doing with the “Shrops;” and the “Grand 
Rams and Superb Ewes” of Messrs. Horley, Keeling, and Coxon 
hold the days between July 25 and July 31, when the great annual 
sale and show begins at Shrewsbury. On Ang. 2 Mr. Lythall takes 
up the tale at Bingley Hall; Messrs. J. Gillett, W. Lane, R. Garne, 
and W. Smith form a great Cotswold quadilateral on July 24—28 ; 
and Mr, Aylmer postpones his sale of longwools to Aug. 23, so as to 
give the cattle plague, which visited him so heavily, a good three 
months’ berth. Mr. Charles Howard’s annual sale of Oxford Down 
rams and ewes is fixed for July 27, and Mr. Strafford blends the 
sheep element this year with seven shorthorn bulls by Second Duke 
of Thorndale (17,748) and Fifth Grand Duke (19,875). The cattle 
plague has not been within many miles of Biddenham, but, after 
being reduced to a mere “niggard fraction” in much-enduring 
Cumberland, it has recently dashed down fiercely on to a well-known 
shorthorn herd in Cheshire, which, thanks to the most scrupulous 
care, had resisted for more than a year the infection which raged all 
around it. 

Herd news is very scant, and we must read “sheep” in the old 
Johnsonian sentence “his talk is of bullocks.” Mr. Mitchell has 
lost his Blue Belle from fever, nine weeks after calving a Sir Samuel 
bull-calf. Barbelle’s bull-calf is named “Salesman ;” and the bull- 
calf from Mistletoe, who has bred five times since the Perth critics 
laughed at her chances, will go into the Herd Book as “ Malvolio.” 
Lady Emily Pigot has lost her beautiful Hope of Rosalea, the first 
of the Ravenshopes, and the strength of her Ladyship’s herd, if it 
had been a show year, would have centred on the calf “Charles le 
Beau” and the yearling “ Ravenswood,” both from Lady Grandison, 
who died last year. Unfortunately, she leaves only one heifer— 
“ Lady Perfect "—to perpetuate her tribe at Branches, 

The annual Leicester wool fair, which was mainly established by 
Lord Berners in connection with the Leicestershire and Waltham 
Society, was held last week. The staplers are so well stocked with 
old wool that their purchases were very limited, but the manu- 
facturers, more especially Messrs. Ackroyd, of Otley, and Messrs. 
Varley, of Stanningley, did a large amount of business. In all 
4407 tods (9} 1b.) were pitched, and the highest price obtained was 
45s. for one lot of hogg wool. The average was about 41s. 4d. per 
tod, a great falling off from the prices of last year. In North- 
amptonshire this year many of the farmers have reverted to the old 
system of selling privately, and therefore only 15,799 fleeces were 
pitched in the Northampton market-place, as against 28,709 in "65. 

The returns of agricultural imports into the United Kingdom for 
the first five months of this year have just been published. As com- 
pared with 1865, there is a owe increase in calves ; while sheep and 
lambs (324,273) are rather more than double. There is a Snaen 
falling off in guano, of which 21,000 tons is in Peruvian alone; oil- 
seed cake shows an improvement of about 13,000 tons, and wool of 
nearly 9,000,000 Ib.; while corn and flour have nearly doubled 
themselves. As regards exports, 1866 is well in advance on every 
point. The increase in horses is not so large as we expected, and 
comprises 1565, with a declared value of £70,458. 

Two well-known characters in the agricultural world have passed 
away. Mr. Raymond Barker had reached the patriarchal age of 
eighty-eight, and was, till within a recent period, one of the most 
devoted members of the council of the Royal Agricultural Society. 
As new blood came into the board his voice was less heard, and he, 
no doubt, thought old times best—when the charter was never 
spoken of, within or without the council-room, except with the 
deepest reverence, and when, for the pure love of the thing, he 
would take his stand at one of the show-yard portals on 
the opening day and collect the entrance money in a buckskin 
glove, as if he were making “a cap” fora huntsman. Mr. Garrett 
was nearly thirty years younger, and, without any exception, one of 
the most energetic and useful men in his line of life that the century 
has seen. He had one eccentricity, and that was his hat, which was, 
in its way, nearly as remarkable as the straw one, “ with a brim like 
a cart-wheel,” under which a favourite actress of the seventeenth 
century once spoke a prologue. His heart was as large as his hat. 
Whether it was implement-making, or magistrate’s business, or the 
volunteer movement, he threw his whole soul into it ; and the Agri- 
cultural Hall, the Royal Agricultural Society, the Agricultural 

Jenevolent Institution, the Framlingham Middle-class College, and 
many other institutions, had his steady support from their com- 
mencement. To the last-named he contributed £500 and a porter’s 
lodge, as well as the nave of the chapel ; and no honour was received 
with more acceptance in his native Suffolk than his advancement to 
the magistrates’ bench and a deputy-lieutenancy by his old friend 
Lord Stradbroke,

wounded, His Lordship, who was a Conservative of the old school, was pos- 
sessed of considerable abilities, and was entitled from his position, as one of 
the senior Earls and the premier Viscount and Baron of Scotland, to take a 
prominent part in the affairs of the kingdom ; he, however, for many years 
led a very secluded life.

His Lordship is suc- 
ceeded in the earldom of Mar and the barony of Garioch (which titles go to 
heirs general) by his sister’s (the late Lady Frances Jemima Goodeve) only 
son, now John Francis Erskine Goodeve, sixteenth Earl of Mar, who was 
born on March 29, 1836. The Earl of Mar just deceased is succeeded in the 
earldom of Kellie, viscountcy of Fentoun, and baronies of Erskine, Alloa, 
and Dirleton, which desce to heirs male only, and in his large family 
estates in Clackmannanshire, which are strictly entailed in the male line, by 
his cousin, now Walter Coningsby Erskine, eleventh Earl of Kellie, who is 
the eldest. surviving son of the late Hon. Henry David Erskine. His Lord- 
ship, who is a C.B. ana was in the Indian army and Government service, was 
born on July 12, 1810, and married, Sept. 11, 1834, Eliza, danghter of Colonel 
Youngson, of Bowscar, Cumberland, by whom he has had a large family, of 
which only three sons survive ; the eldest, Walter Henry, now Lord Erskine, 
was born in 1839. Few, if any, families in the United Kingdom can boast of 
® more illustrious descent than the Earls of Mar. “This is one of the 
earldoms,” says Lord Hailes, “whose origin is lost in antiquity. It 
existed before our records and before the era of genuine history.” 
The late Earl was thirty-second (including Countesses in their own right) 
from Martacus, Earl of Mar, living in 1065; and by the marriage of Gratney, 
the eleventh Earl, with the sister of Robert Bruce, he traced his descent 
from the ancient Saxon Kings; while, through the marriage of Thomas, the 
eighteenth Earl, with Janet, daughter of the Earl of Morton, of the old line, 
he claimed descent from the Plantagenets and from the ancient Royal family 
of France. He was also twenty-third in direct male line from Henricus de 
Erskine, who at the beginning of the thirteenth century was possessed of the 
barony of Erskine, on the Clyde. Thus closely allied with the Royal family 
of Scotland, the Earls of Mar, as may be r i, took a prominent part in 
the affairs of that kingdom, and history tells us of more than one who was

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THE BANDA AND KIRWEE PRIZE-MONEY, 


Dr, LusHINeTON gave jedguans last Saturday in the Banda and 
Kirwee Booty case, which been so long before the Admiralty 
Court. The judgment, which occupied three hours in reading, has 
been printed in a bluebook, It is an elaborate examination of the 
claims of all the parties in the suit. The point at issue was, how 
far troops employed in military operations are entitled to share 
when not present at the spot where the capture was made; and the 
amount of booty involved was £700,000, besides interest for several 
ears. Dr. Lushington awards a share to the representatives of 
rd Clyde, who commanded in chief, and to his Staff, and gives 
the rest to General Whitlock and the forces under his command, 
the claims of “ constructive captors” being wholly set aside. 

The circumstances under which the claim arose were these :— 

The land forces, consisting of her Majesty’s troops and of troops of the 
East India Company, were, for the suppression of the Indian Mutiny, 
organised in three columns, termed respectively the Central India Field 
Force, the Saugor and Nerbudda Field Force, and the Rajpootana Field Force, 
under the respective commands of Sir Hugh Rose, Major-General Whitlock, 
and Sir Henry Roberts, since deceased. In the course of the operations which 
followed, certain property was captured at Jhansi, Calpee, and Gwalior, by 
Sir Hugh Rose's force, of the estimated value of 4,90,000 rupees ; at 

and Kirwee, by Sir G. Whitlock’s force, of the estimated value of 
70,00,000 rupees ; and at Ahwah, Kotah, and Buneos, by Sir H. Roberte’s 
force, of the estimated value of 1,82,000 rupees. For the distribution of this 
property it had been proposed that the whole proceeds should be thrown into 
a common fund and be distributed equally among the forces under the 
command of Sir H. Rose, Sir G. Whitlock, and Sir H. Roberts. The 
prize agents of Sir G. Whitlock’s force had preferred a claim that the 
property captured at Banda and Kirwee should be granted exclusively to that 
force. Claims to participate were preferred by the late Lord Clyde, as Com- 
mander-in-Chief, on behalf of himself and his personal staff; by Sir Hugh 
Rose, on the ground of his force having co-operated in the actions or move- 
ments of the bog which led to the capture ; also by Major-General Smith, 
General Roberts, Colonel Middleton, Major Osborne, Colonel Hinde, Colonel 
Keating, and others. 


The following are the chief points of the judgment :— 


After referring to previous decisions, the law of naval prize and the prin- 
ciples of co-operation and jation, Dr. Lushington said that the general 
result seemed to him to declare actual capture to be the rule, and joint 
capture the exception, admissible only in certain cases, The various cases, 
such as those of Egypt, Waterloo, Deccan, Burmah, Bhurtpore, Delhi, and 
other places, were closely examined ; and, after detailing the movements of 
Sir Hugh Kose and General Whitlock, the learned Judge considered the 
various claims, taking first that of Sir Hugh Rose, who, he said, had to 
contend against the broad facts that throughout the campaign the two 
forces were separated from each other on an average by about 
150 miles, that no junction between the two was effected, and that at the 
time of the capture of Banda he was 120 miles distant, and at the time of the 
capture of Calpee setting off in a different directi He claimed, however, 
to be a constructive captor, on the grounds of association and ion, 
As to military association, Sir Robert Hamilton, in virtue of his political 
authority, gave instructions to both commanders ; but, even if he apportioned 
the duties accerding to some general plan, that would not constitute military 
association. The two officers held d ds: neither was sub- 
ordinate to the other. Then the event in which, by the rules of the service, 
the command of both columms would have devolved on Sir H. Rose, as senior 
in rank to General Whitlock, never took place; no junction in the field was 
ever effected. On these grounds he was of opinion t there was no military 
association of the two furces sufficient to found a title on the part of Sir H. 
Rose to share in the booty taken by General Whitlock. Further, with 
reference to the contention of Sir H. Rose’s counsel that the two commanders 
were engaged in a common euterprise, which they carried out in concert, 
it was manifest that the two commanders had practically distinct and 
separate operations assigned to them; one was to keep to the east, the 
other to the west. No occasion arose for any military concert; and the 
result was that, beyond communicating, they acted quite independently. 
The order of the 13th of March that they should both proceed 
to the relief of the loyal chiefs of Bundelkund confined the enterprise to 
narrower limite ; but Sir H. Rose, instead of marching to relieve those chiefs, 
continued bis march against Jhansi. It was urged that by doing so he drew 
off the assailants of the chiefs and virtually obeyed the order, but he did no§ 
think this was either the opinion of Sir H. Rose himself or Lord Canning. 
But, granting that he did contribute to the end proposed by the order, the 
evidence showed that he did not do so by the means directed—viz., com- 
bination with General Whitlock. He might add that Sir H. Rose took beoty 
in Jhansi, but General Whitlock never claimed to share it, and had no, 
pretence to do so. As to his having contributed to the fall of Banda in q 
special manner by the capture of Jhansi, the facts showed that the 
only effect of the fall of Jhansi upon General Whitlock’s movements 
was to alter his intention of diverging to Sir H. Rose’s assistance, and to set 
him free to resume his independent course, which led him to Banda, Similay 
considerations applied to the alleged effect of the fall of Calpee upon 
the capture of Kirwee. It was not the taking of Calpee by Sir 
H. Rose, but the coincident arrival of General Whitlock’s second 
brigade that enabled him to leave Banda to take Kirwee. Genera} 
Whitlock found himself p d of reinfor no longer under 
any obligation to divert them to the assistance of Sir H. Rose. On the 
whole, he was satisfied that there was no 
Rose which led to the capture either of the booty 

claim having thus failed on grounds of both association and co-operation, he 
felt it his duty to pronounce against it altogether. 

This conclusion relieved him from the ity of idering in detail 
such as were derivative from that of Sir Hugh Rose—viz., those of 
Roberta, General Smith, and others. 

But there were other claims quite independent of Sir Hugh Rose. Lieu- 
tenant Osborne's troops, including those under Colonel Hinde, captured 
several forts in the neighbourhood of the Great Deccan road, amongst others 
that of Jokehai, through which General Whitlock’s firet bri passed a 
month later on their road to Dumoh. He could not conceive, however, that 
this could be put forward as co-operation. Neither was there any evidence 
to show that Colonel Hinde’s presence at Nagode was felt at Kirwee. For 
these reasons he pronounced against the claim of Lieutenant Osborne, 
Colonel Hinde, and those who asserted their claim on the same foundation.

THE GERMANIC CONFEDERATION, PRUSSIA, 
AND AUSTRIA. 


Tus large map of Central Europe presented to our readers with 
this Number of the ILLusrratep Lonpon News will help them to 
comprehend the questions of political geography to be taken into 
account in order to estimate the causes and probable results of the 
war. 

The Germanic Confederation, the kingdom of Prussia, and the 
Austrian empire, are the principal elements in this great conflict. 
To the Italians, who have a claim of fifty years’ standing against 
Austria for the liberation of oppressed Venice, the fact of Austria 
being engaged in a war with Prussia, or any other Power, on whatever 
subject of dispute, has merely afforded the opportunity they sought. 
Their case is simple enough. But the rivalry of Prussia and Austria 
in Germany is not a very simple affair. Sagacious German politicians 
have puzzled themselves in vain to solve this complicated problem. 
It behoves the English, French, and other non-German spectators of 
the fray not hastily to bestow their sympathy on either side. We 
at least can have no other wish than that the great German nation— 
forty-five millions of a very fine race—may obtain such a political 
constitution as they like best, The dynastic ambitions of Prussia 
or Austria, or any other German sovereignties, are of much less 
importance. Germany for the Germans, as well as Italy for the 
Italians, is the verdict of justice and human right. We await the 
expression of a mature German public opinion as to the kind of 
settlement most likely to secure them in the enjoyment of their 
domestic liberties and to strengthen their national defences against 
external foes on every side, 

Meantime, it seems to be confessed that the existing Federal 
constitution, with the territorial divisions guaranteed by that system 
of mutual insurance among thirty or forty Sovereign States, has 
proved highly inconvenient to the nation at large. It has, indeed, 
effectually checked the growth of political freedom and the progress 
of good government in each of the several States. It has not 
entirely prevented them from molesting and invading each other, 
siace the late Duke of Holstein, who is also the King of Denmark, 
his been twice at war with his Federal colleagues, and has recently 
ben despoiled of his estates by the King of Prussia and the Emperor 
o: Austria, who have now gone to war with one another for the 
boty so wrongfully gained. Whether it be due to the Federal 
system that no German territory has been invaded by Russia or 
Fe ance during the last fifty years, or whether it be that the 
Napoleons and Alexanders of the present day are wiser than those 
who agreed to divide the world in 1807, is a question too extensive 
for this discussion, 

Upon the retreat of Napoleon from Moscow the Germans arose in 
gigantic force and soon destroyed the vast fabric of the French 
d minion in Central Europe. It was then proposed by the most en- 
lizhtened and patriotic men of Germany, by Stein, the ablest of 
P-ussian statesmen, by Arndt and Girres, that Germany, at least 
North Germany, should form a single empire, which would certainly 
be powerful enough against any foreign aggression. The reigning 
houses of Hohenzollern, Hapsburg, Wittelsbach, and the rest of 
them, were not inclined to merge their prerogatives of separate 
royalty in this grand unity of the nation. It was therefore decided 
by the Allies, in 1814, that there should be a federation of 
German States, but that one should be the chief of them, an effec- 
tive protector, with power to enforce the Federal decrees and with 
the command of all the Federal forces. This project, however, met 
the disapprobation of the minor German Kings (those of Bavaria, 
Wirtemberg, and Hanover), who had been no Kings, but mere Dukes 
or Electors, a few years before. The Elector of Hanover, indeed, 
was our King George III. In June, 1815, a week or two before 
the Battle of Waterloo, the Congress of Vienna signed the Act by 
which the Germanic Confederation was established in the form it 
has retained until June, 1866; with the addition of a subsequent 
Act, in 1820, designed to nullify the provision of constitutional 
government which should have been established in each of the 
German States, 

The old historic condition of Germany had been totally different. 
Before the time of Napoleon, there existed many hundred German 
sovereigns, with an Emperor of Germany, called Emperor of the 
Romans, at their head. "The Imperial dignity had once been an 
elective office conferred upon any princely candidate by the votes of 
those of the German States, in number 278, which possessed the 
electora] suffrage. But the Hapsburgs, Archdukes of Austria, had 
contrived, during three or four hundred years, to make the empire 
an hereditary property of their powerful house. Being Kings of 
Hungary Bohemia, having also, in the time of Charles V., united 
with these wide dominions the splendid crown of Spain, besides 
their rich Italian and Flemish provinces, the Austrian Emperors, 
though shorn in the eighteenth century of much of their ancient 

»wer, retained an unquestionable supremacy in Central Europe till 
General Bonaparte, First Consul and Emperor of the French, knocked 
them about at Lodi, Marengo, Austerlitz, and Wagram. He snubbed 
them cruelly, depriving them for ever of the German-Roman titular 
empire, created by Charle ea thousand years ago. Bonaparte 
asserted, in spite of historical truth, that Charlemagne, the famous 
restorer of the Roman empire, was not a German, but a Frenchman. 
He, Napoleon I., was in fact the new Charlemagne of the Holy 
Roman empire. There had never been such a thing as an empire 
of Germany. ‘There never should be such a thing. The Hapsburgs 
might call themselves Emperors of Austria, if they pleased, and 
might give him their daughter to wife. So they did. 

A rival Power to Austria in Germany, arising within the last 
hundred and fifty years, was also much aggrandised in consequence 
of the success of the Allies against France. The Hohenzollerns, 
who in the fifteenth century were Counts or Margraves of Branden- 
burg only, having appropriated the domains of the Teutonic knights 
of Prussia, and rwards got hold of other large portions of 
territory in the Thirty Years’ War, assumed the rank of Kings of 
Prussia in 1701. By the unscrupulous energy of Frederick IL, 
called Frederick the Great, this new kingdom was enlarged with 
the addition of Silesia and a Ys of Poland, besides valuable acqui- 
sitions towards the Rhine. Napoleon, after his victory at Friedland, 
stripped King Frederick William IIL. of all he owned except Prussia 
and Brandenburg. The Allies, in 1814, therefore resolved that 
Prussia should not only be restored, but made greater than before. 
Saxony, ey fy part with the French, was punished with the 
forfeiture of the extensive territory around Magdeburg, which was 
annexed to the Prussian kingdom. Besides this, Prussia ned 
the province of Swedish Pomerania and the coast of the tic, 
with the Rhenish provinces, whose ancient lords had been swept 
away by the great storm of the French Revolution and the twenty 
years’ European war. 

The secondary German States had likewise obtained an apparent 
degree of importance, which rendered it difficult for Austria to insist 
on a real supremacy over the Confederation. It had been the policy 
of Napoleon to flatter them with titles of royalty, and bind them to 
his own service, He used a King of Saxony, a King of Bavaria or 
Wirtemberg, as readily asa King of Westphalia, his own brother 
Jerome. three former, in the day of his adversity, saved their 
thrones by turning against him. Our King George, upon this occa- 
sion, resolved to make Hanover alsoakingdom.

The avowed objecte of the Confederation were “to preserve the 
internal and external security of Germany, and the 
and inviolability of the several German States.” For this purpose 
it was @ that each State should furnish its contingent to the 
Federal army, in the proportion of 1 cent to the tion of 
the State at a certain time. The whole military force of the Con- 
federation was about half a million of men—consisting of 891,634 
infantry, 60,758 cavalry, and 60,680 artillery. Of this force Austria 
was to contribute 158,000,.Prussia 153,000, and Bavaria 59,000 men 
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rrison of Austrians and Prussians. The present. King William of 
Prassia was the military commandant of that fortress till 1859, 
Luxemburg was to be garrisoned by the Prussians; Landau, by the 
Bavariana; Rastadt, by the troops of Baden, Austria, and Prussia 
mixed; Ulm, by those of Wirtemberg, Prussia, and Austria. The 
convenience of these arrangements is perceived when we observe 
the situation of the places on the map. But, while the Germanic 
Confederation had so large an army on paper, it had no adequate 
means, by taxation or loans on its own credit, of raising the money 
which would be needed to bring’ this army into the field; nor was 
there any permanently-appointed commander or any settled regula- 
tions to insure the prompt and efficient action of the “ half-million 
of bayonets,” Federal troops were never actually employed against 
any foreign Power. It will be remembered that Prussia and Austria 
chose to wage war against Denmark with their own armies, inde- 
pendently of the Confederation, that they might have an exeuse for 
dealing with Holstein and Schleswig as their own particular con- 
quests, although it was a dispute between the King of Denmark 
and the Confederation about the rights of the Federal State of 
Holstein, which had supplied the pretext for the war, 

The following is a list of the thirty-four German States included 
in the Germanic Confederation, with the population of each :— 

The empire of Austria, with a German population of 12,802,944 ; 
the provinces comprised within the Federal League being the arch- 
duchy of Austria, Upper and Lower, Salzburg, Styria, the Tyrol and 
Vorarlberg ; Illyria, which includes Carinthia, Carniola, and Trieste ; 
Bohemia, Voravia, and part of Silesiaaround Troppau. The Polish 
province of Galicia, Hungary with its dependencies, and Venetia, are 
not comprised in the federation. 

The kingdom of Prussia, with a German population of 14,128,804, 
exclusive of ita Polish province called Posen, of West Prussia, 
formerly also belonging to the ancient kingdom of Poland, and 
of East Prussia, the original possession of the colony of Teutonic 
knights. 

The kingdom of Bavaria, wholly German, with a population of 
4,689,837. 

The kingdom of Saxony, with a population of 2,225,240. 

The kingdom of Hanover, with a population of 1,888,070. 

The kingdom of Wirtemberg, with a population of 1,720,708. 

The grand duchy of Baden, with a pepehition of 1,369,291. 

The electorate or landgravate of Hesse-Cassel, with a population of 
733,854. 

The grand duchy of Hesse-Darmstadt, with a population of 
856,907. 

The duchies of Holstein and Lauenberg, till lately held by the 
King of Denmark, with a population of 594,666. 

The grand duchy of Luxemburg and duchy of Limburg, which 
belong to the King of Holland, having a population of 421,088. 

The grand duchy of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, with a population of 
548,449, 

The grand duchy of Nassau, with a population of 457,571. 

The dachy of Brunswick, with a population of 282,400. 

The grand duchy of Oldenburg, with a population of 295,242. 

The grand duchy of Saxe-Weimar-Eisenach, with a population of 
273,252. 

The duchy of Saxe-Coburg and Saxe-Gotha, with a population of 
159,431, 

The duchy of Saxe-Meiningen, with a population of 172,341. 

The duchy of Saxe-Altenburg, with a population of 137,885. 

To these we must add the grand duchy of Mecklenburg-Strelitz, 
population 99,000; the principalities of Lippe-Detmold, 108,513; 
Anhalt-Dessau-Kéthen, 83,360; Schwartzburg-Rudolstadt, 71,913; 
Schwartzburg-Sonterhausen, 64,895; Anhalt-Bernburg, 53,475 ; 
Waldeck, 58,604; Schaumburg-Lippe, 30,774; Hesse-Homburg, 
26,817; and Leichtenstein, 7150. The principalities of Reuss- 
Lobenstein and Reuss-Ebersdorf, which were included in the 
Federal Act of 1815, have become extinct; those of Hohen- 
zollern-Sigmaringen and MHohenzollern-Hechingen have been 
absorbed by the Crown of Prussia; that of Saxe-Gotha has been 
united with Saxe-Coburg; and that of Anhalt-Kéthen has been 
united with Anhalt-Dessau, since the Confederation began. Three 
of the existing sovereignties, Anhalt-Bernburg, Brunswick, and 
Hesse-Homburg, will become extinct at the death of the present 
incumbents. The succession to Brunswick would be claimed both 
by the King of Hanover and the King of Prussia, 

The free cities are Frankfort-on-the-Maine, with a population of 
87,518, which is the seat of the Federal Diet, as it formerly was the 
capital of the German empire; Hamburg, with a population of 
229,941; Bremen, 98,575; and Liibeck, 48,000—commercial rts 
which have preserved their republican institutions of the Middle 


ges. 

The aggregate of the German population is about forty-five 
millions, twenty-six millions being Protestants of the Lutheran 
sect, and the rest being Roman Catholics, excepting half a million 
Jews. To the north cf the river Maine, which marks, with the 
Thuringian mountains, what seems a natural division between North 
and South Germany, the people eastward of the Rhine are generally 
Protestants ; those on the west, or left bank of the Rhine, on the 
contrary, mostly belong to the Roman Catholic Church. 

e Federal Diet is composed of the diplomatic representatives of 
the thirty-one Sovereigns and four city republics, assembled at Frank- 
fort. In their ordinary session, as the permanent Committee 
authorised to manage the affairs of the Germanic Confederation, 
there are but seventeen votes among them; and Austria, Prussia, 
Bavaria, Saxony, Hanover, Wirtemberg, Baden, Hesse-Cassel, 
Hesse-Darmstadt, Holstein, and Luxemburg have each but a single 
vote ; while the smaller States have only fractions of votes. But in 
the Plenum, or Great Council of the Germanic Confederation, which 
alone has the prerogative of declaring war or peace and of altering 
the fundamental laws of their union, every member has at 
least one vote, while Austria, Prussia, Bavaria, Saxony, Hanover, 
and Wirtemberg have each four votes ; Baden, Hesse-Caseel, Hesse- 
Darmstadt, Holstein-Lauenburg, and Luxemburg-Limburg have each 
three votes; and Brunswick, Mecklenburg-Schwerin, and Nassau 
have each two votes of the whole number, which is sixty-five votes 
among the thirty-four German States. 

How has this Constitution worked? Two or three historical facts 
will show that it has neither been favourable to the domestic inde- 
pendence of the smaller States, nor satisfied the ambition of the 


greater. 
The deliverance of Germany from Napoleon Bonaparte had been 


accomplished by the patriotic valour of the German ple in the 
terrific struggle of 1813. The Sovereign Princes ore promised 
to reward their subjects with political freedom. It was expressly 
stipulated by the thirteenth article of the Federal Aet of Jw 
1815, at Vienna, that each of the German States should be govern 
on the plan of representative institutions. The King of Pruasia, 
Frederick William IIl., had sworn most loudly to bestow the 
amplest liberties on his people. He not only broke his vows, but 
formed, with Austria and Russia, the Holy Alliance to destroy every 
vestige of political freedom in Europe. ederal Diet was an 
instrument of this cabal. The only German Prince, who still dared

The Grand Duke of Weimar was bullied; the severest 
of repression were enforced ; the 13th article of the Federal 
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Emperor at its head. The Archduke John of Austria had accepted 
the office of Regent of the German empire, The King of Prussia, 
Frederick William IV., had coquetted with the Imperial title. The 
Federal Diet, therefore, should have been defunct ; but it was revived, 
at the bidding of Austria, to crush the liberties of Hesse-Cassel. 

, On the other hand, both Austria and Prussia have, at different 
times, sought to get rid of this inconvenient Federal Constitution, 
Austria is dissatisfied with it because it does not guarantee her 
dominions in Hungary and Italy, which she is in dread of losing. 
To carry this point, under cover of a desiré for a more liberal and 
popular basis of confederation, the Emperor Francis Joseph, in 1°63 
invited the German Princes to meet him at Frankfort, and roposed 
a scheme by which the legislative assemblies of the several States in 
the Diet should send delegates to a Federal Assembly, which was 
not to enact or decree anything, but only to advise the Sovereigns of 
the confederation, Austria was to send thirty such deputies; 
Prussia, thirty; Bavaria, ten: altogether 128 were to compose the 
new Federal Assembly, The King of Prussia would have nothing to 
do with this scheme. 

Prussia, for her part, has long been awaiting her opportunity to 
break up the Federal system of 1815, and would have resisted Austria 
and the other States when they restored the Diet after the revolution 
of 1849, but she was afraid of the interference of the Ozar Nicholas 
of Russia, The scheme lately propounded by Bismarck, to supersede 
the existing constitution of the Diet, cannot have been seriously 
meant. He designed it only as a derisive parody of the pretended 
liberalism of Austria, and as a form of humiliation for the minor 
German Princes. A Federal Assembly, to be elected by universal 
suffrage all over Germany, and to act concurrently with the rule of 
thirty despots, great and small, is only a bitter joke. 

The real object of Prussia is now avowed, and will be attained if 
she wins the victory in this campai It is simply the conquest of 
all Germany north of the Maine and the Bavarian frontier. A glance 
at the map will show the extraordinary position in which she is 
placed by the absurd territorial divisions of the country—Hanover, 
Oldenburg, Brunswick, Hesse-Cassel, and several other States, or 
wees of States, lying between the scattered territories of the 

russian monarchy. Of course, it is a sin to covet your neigh- 
bour’s field, though it be wanted to round your estate; but 
if a gross act of rapacity could he justified by an awk- 
ward geographical situation, Prussia is certainly in that case, 
With her population of 18,497,000, her thriving finances, her large 
and well-furnished military force, Prussia has long felt it galling to 
be obliged to ask leave of her neighbours in order to walk out of her 
own-house-door. Besides, she wanted to create a navy, but had 
only the Pomeranian and East Prussian shores; why not a port on 
the North Sea, and why not Kiel, on the Baltic, so as to be able to 
display her maritime power equally in summer or winter? She 
purchased the harbour of Jahde from Oldenburg, in 1853.  Alto- 
gether, it has been the fixed idea of many Prussian statesmen that 
the whole of North Germany shonld one day be annexed. Since 

1860, when Piedmont suddenly became the nucleus of a United 
Italy, it has seemed more than ever feasible to convert Prussia into 
a kingdom of United Germany. What the Germans elsewhere may 
have to say to this proposal, we will uot attempt to guess. It should 
be for themselves to decide their fate. 

With respect to the Austrian empire, which is now so beset with 
foes, it may possibly be deprived of its proud position in Germany, 
and lose the remainder of its Italian dominions, but it must continue, 
despite the most unfavourable issue of the present conflict, to be 
one of the greatest of European States, It may, by industrial, agri- 
cultural, and commercial prosperity, after disbanding the wasteful 
armies by which its unjust treatment of subject nations has been 
upheld, acquire a degree of importance second only to England and 
France in the general progress of civilisation, Its material resources 
are believed to be more abundant than any other country of the 
same extent on the continent of Europe. Its mixed populations of 
Germans, Bohemians, Moravians, Poles, Magyars, and sundry varie- 
ties of the Sclavonic race, are not, per y their natural energy 
and intelligence, less capable of the arts and habits of civilised 
life than were the bulk of the other European nations one or 
two centuries ago. The true position for Austria is that of 
the schoolmistress of some five-and-twenty millions of these 
people on both banks of the Danube. Her name is Oesterreich, 
which signifies the Eastern Empire. Her Imperial mission is to 
complete the Roman civilising enterprise which Trajan projected, 
but did not finish, in that part of the world. If she has done nothin, 
but evil in Italy, and not much <ood in Germany, since the age 
Charles V., she seems to have commenced a most beneficial task in 
the south-eastern quarter of Europe. Until this noble and useful 
=~ has been accomplished, we trust the Austrian Government 
will stand.
